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pox for the past three weeks, and it looks as if the threatened epidemic 
has been effectually stamped out. 

During the week 5 vessels have been inspected and issued bills of 
health, and 43 health certificates issued to passengers for Cuba and the 
United States. 

As health certificates are no longer required at the quarantine station 
in New York I will stop issuing them for that port. 

The disinfection and inspection of baggage at this port will be con- 
tinued until the yellow fever ceases.

Plague in Manila — Vital statistics for September, 1900. 

Manila, P. I., October 28, 1900. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that 3 cases of plague occurred in 
Manila, P. I., during the week ended October 20, 1900. Two resulted 
in death, and 2 Chinese and 1 Filipino were affected. 

During this period and the following week, there were found a large 
number of dead rats, an examination of which demonstrated that they 
had died from plague. The marked increase in the epidemic among rats 
shows that numerous centers of infection exist, and a continuance of 
plague during the next two months, with a marked increase in the 
spring, is to be expected. There is every indication that there will be 
an epidemic during the ensuing year of much greater severity than that 
now subsiding. 
The total number of deaths from all causes during this period was 222.
